After a lengthy discussion, when the merits of all programs submitted were 
considered, it was agreed that the contract be awarded to Hetzer's Theatrical 
Agency, the program to include the following acts:

Clark; The Julindas; The Florida Trio; The Oswino's, and a Chimp Act - 
in place of Penny The Seal, 

'With the change in the act from Penny The Seal to the Chimps, there was 
$250,00 added to the contract of $ 17 , 000 , 00 , the price to be reduced by the 
amount the Chimp Act would cost less than $750,00, 

FIREWORKS 

Presentations for Fireworks programs were made by H, T, Hand, of T, W, Hand 
Fireworks Company, Ltd,, Cooksville, Ont,; Joseph J. Godin, of Interstate Fire¬ 
works Manufacturing and Display Company, Springfield, Mass, 

Mr. Jack Duffield, of Thearle-Duffield Fireworks Company, Chicago, said 
that his firm had on some previous occasions had the pleasure of serving the 
Western Canada Fairs and they would be very pleased to serve them in 1958. How¬ 
ever, the budgets provided by the various Fairs for Fireworks fluctuated and 
that posed a problem when trying to submit a program, Mr, Duffield said that he 
would be very happy to prepare individual programs for each of the Fairs should 
they decide to favor his firm with the business. 

After discussion, it was agreed that, subject to the changes that each Fair 
required, the Fireworks contract be awarded to the T. W. Hand Fireworks Company 
Ltd. of Cooksville, Ont, 
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ROYaL AMERICAN shows 

Mr. C. J. Sedlmayr appeared before the Committee to advise the members 
that it was possible for him to get a Rotor Ride on a rental basis, but the 
rental charged only permitted him to take 40% of the proceeds which he was 
prepared to split fifty-fifty with the Exhibitions. He said he was looking 
into the possibility of building a Rotor Ride for himself which, if he did, 
would be carried on the Circuit for the same percentage, namely, 30% to the 
Exhibitions, as in the case of other rides. It was agreed to accept Mr. Sedl- 
mayr's proposition of splitting the 40% with the Exhibitions on the understan¬ 
ding that this would not be regarded as a precedent. Mr, Sedlmayr spoke also 
of a new ride he was bringing on the Circuit. This was known as the "Wild 
Mouse Ride." 

ESKIMO IGLOO EXHIBIT 


Reference was made to correspondence with Mr, R. A. J. Phillips, of the 
Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources regarding an Eskimo Igloo 
Exhibit. It was agreed that Mr, Phillips should be advised that, because of 
lack of space at some of the Fairs, it would be impossible to use the Igloo Ex¬ 
hibit on a Circuit basis this year,

The President expressed the appreciation of the members of the Attractions 
Committee to Bill Marks for his help and assistance in looking after the mee¬ 
tings of the Committee. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. Manning for the excellent manner in 
which he had conducted the various committee meetings.

It was agreed, on motion of H. G, Love and Vim. Muir, that A. M, Mc¬ 
Intyre and F. 0. Meighen constitute a Resolutions Committee. 

14, CORRESPONDEN CE 

(a) The following letter from Mr. C. B, McKee, Regina, was read by 
the President: 

"It was with deep emotion that I read the telegram, on the after¬ 
noon of December 2nd, which the delegates attending the Attractions Meeting in 
Chicago so kindly and thoughtfully sent to me containing their regards and best 
wishes for my continued good health.

1. WELCOME TO DELEGATES AND VISITORS - AND. INTRODUCTIONS 

The President extended A warm welcome to all those attending the first 
general session of the Convention and the following visitors were introduced 
by Patrick B. Marks, Sergeant-At-Arms: 

R. E. Stewart, R. C. Leatherdale and S. C. Millett, of the Red River 
Exhibition Association, Winnipeg, Man.; Carl J, Sedlmayr, Carl J. Sedlmayr, Jr, 
and Bob Lohmar, of Royal American Shows, Tampa, Fla.; Hugh T. Hand, of T. W. 
Hand Fireworks Company, Cooksville, Ont.j Jim Arnott, Western Canada Racing 
Association, Winnipeg, Man.; Art Fraser, A. K. Stewart and C. G. Jordan, of the 
Canadian Pacific Railways; J. S. Stephen and Earl Bell, of the Canadian Nat¬ 
ional Railways, 

2. DECEASED MEMBERS 

The President referred, with sincere regret, to the passing of W. A. 

Crawford-Frost, a Director and Past President of the Calgary Exhibition, and 
A. H, Browne, a Director of the Saskatoon Exhibition, since the last annual 
meeting of the Association. 

3. GREETINGS 

A telegram from E. D. McGugan, President of the Canadian Association of 
Exhibitions, wishing the delegates a successful Convention was read by the 
President. 

4. MINUTES OF EXECUTIVE MEETING 

It was agreed, on motion of S. N. MacEachem and Alex. Aitken, that the 
report of the Executive Committee Meeting held earlier in the day be adopted. 

5. PRESIDENT»S REPORT 

The following report was given by the President, F, C, Manning, Calgaryi 

"It is pleasant to be able to report that every Exhibition on our Cir¬ 
cuit enjoyed one of its most successful years in 1957. Extreme heat had to be 
combated at one or two Fairs and rain cut into the attendance at one or two 
others but all came through with flying colors. 

I was fortunate enough to see all but two of the Exhibitions on our 
Circuit and was also able to visit six large Fairs in Eastern Canada and the 
United States. 

Some of these Fairs have large and elaborate exhibition plants and 
with plentiful governmental assistance are able to present to the public many 
outstanding features. However, I returned home firm in my belief that this 
closely knit Circuit of the Western Canada Association of Exhibitions is almost 
unique on the North American Continent, The manner in which we conduct our 
business in close co-operation with one another has set an example which might 
well be followed out elsewhere. Reference must also be made to the high qual¬ 
ity of management and administration which is apparent in the operations of all 
of our members. 

The quality of the 1957 platfoim show, provided by the GAC-Hamid Cor¬ 
poration -under the direction of Ernie Young, was well received in most quarters. 
It is felt that the 1958 show, which will be produced by the James T. Hetzer 
Theatrical Agency, will also be of excellent quality and will provide something 
just a little different to what we have had in the past. The Midway of the 
Royal American Shows again showed great drawing power throughout the Circuit, 

It has been an honour and a great source of pleasure for me to serve a? 
your President for the past year. Ail of you have extended to me your support 
when it was needed and your courtesy at all times. Mrs. Walsh has, as always, 
performed her duties as Secretary with efficiency, tact and courtesy. 

May I thank you again for electing me to this important office and may 
I extend my best wishes to the incoming President and to all of the members of 
our Association for the coming year," 
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6. AMENDMENT TO CRIMINAL CODE RE LOTTERIES 

S. N, MacEachern read a copy of a letter from George Perley-Robertson, 
Solicitor for the Canadian Association of Exhibitions, to Emery Boucher, Sec¬ 
retary of the Canadian Association of Exhibitions, which gave the latest infor¬ 
mation on Amendments to the Criminal Code re Lotteries. Mr. MacEachern stated 
that Mr. Perley-Robertson 1 s letter would-seem to indicate that he understood 
quite clearly the position of Exhibitions insofar as Lotteries were concerned. 
All briefs presented to the Federal authorities had stated that Exhibitions 
wanted any new amendments to the Code re Lotteries to continue the privileges 
which Exhibitions presently enjoyed of conducting lotteries, bingos, games of 
chance, etc., on their grounds during the period of their Exhibition and, in 
addition, to clarify the position of lotteries on the advance sale of tickets. 

At the present time, some provinces regarded this lottery as legal, under a 
present section of the Criminal Code, while other provinces regarded lotteries 
on the advance sale of tickets illegal. Briefs presented to the authorities 
had asked for a clarification of the situation by expressly stating that lotter¬ 
ies on the advance sale were legal. 

It was agreed that the Executive of the Western Canada Association of 
Exhibitions should keep in close touch with the matter and if necessary, in 
order to make their stand clear, be authorized to make written representations 
to the proper authorities and, if the situation demanded it, send a delegation 
to discuss the matter with the authorities, 

7. C.A.P.A.C, (Composers, Authors and Publishers Association of Canada Ltd.) 

Mr. MacEachern stated that the matter of the fees paid by Exhibitions 
to C.A.P.A.C, had been before our Convention for a good many years. Represen¬ 
tations were made to the Ilsley Royal Commission by the Canadian Association 
of Exhibitions through Mr, Duncan K, MacTavish. The Commission had completed 
its report but it has not yet been tabled in the House of Commons. Future 
action by the Canadian Association of Exhibitions or the Western Canada Assoc¬ 
iation of Exhibitions would depend somewhat on the recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission with respect to the collection of fees on attendances at Exhibitions by 
C.A.P.A.C. 

Mr, Warren said that an article had appeared in Macleans Magazine on 
January 4th which indicated that the present Minister of Justice, Davie Fulton, 
was opposed to C.A.P.A.C. collecting fees from Agricultural Exhibitions. Mr, 
Warren outlined the history of legislation under the Copyright Act purporting 
to give Agricultural Exhibitions exemption from the payment of fees to C.A.RA.C, 
Several amendments made to the Copyright Act to provide for an exemption for 
Exhibitions were ruled by the Courts, in specific cases, not to have done so. 

At the present time. Exhibitions are paying fees to C.A.P.A.C. based on atten¬ 
dances at the outside gates in accordance with the schedule of fees that is app¬ 
roved annually. 

It was agreed that this matter be referred to the Resolutions Committee 
with the view of having a resolution framed that could be forwarded to the pro¬ 
per authorities when the recommendations of the Ilsley Commission report on the 
subject were known. 

Following are the comments made on the subject to the meeting by Mr. 

Warren: 

Copyright Act 1921 - This Act contains inter alia the following: 

"17. Copyright of a work shall be deemed to be infringed by any 
person who, without the consent of the owner of the copyright, does anything 
the sole right to do which is by this Act conferred on the owner of the copy¬ 
right : 

Provided that the following acts shall not constitute an infringement 
of the copyright". 

Various attempts were then made to provide that Exhibitions or Fairs 
such as we hold would not be subject to this tax, and the last amendment was 
when Clause (Vll) was added in 1938 reading: 

"The performance without motive of gain of any musical work at any 
agricultural, agricultural-industrial exhibition or fair, which receives a grant 
from or is held under Dominion, provincial or municipal authority, by the direc¬ 
tors thereof." 

Notwithstanding this effort of the Dominion Government to make the use 
of copyright music available at such exhibitions and fairs, the Courts have held 
that it does not have that effect, and the Toronto Exhibition as well as the 
western fairs have had judgments against them as a result. 
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"It seems that in view of an item that appeared in Maclean’s Magazine 
of January 4th, 1958, in an article concerning Mr. D. Fulton, present Minister 
of Justice, that it may be an appropriate time to once mere make representation 
to the Dominion Government to have this Clause (Vll) amended and to endeavour 
to make the same "air tight" by having the following clauses substituted in the 
place and stead of the present Clause (Vll), namely: 

"(Vll) The performance of any musical work at any agricultural, indus¬ 
trial, or agricultural-industrial exhibition or fair which receives a grant or 
is under Dominion, provincial or municipal authority". 

Or, if this was agreed to be too wide, the following: 

"(Vll) The performance of any musical work at any agricultural, industrial, 
or agricultural-industrial exhibition or fair which receives a grant from or is 
■under Dominion, provincial or municipal authority, where the charter, by-laws, 
memorandum of association or articles of association of any such exhibition or 
fair provide that no part of the income or profit therefrom shall accrue to the 
benefit of any stockholder, director or member thereof," 

8. FOREIGN EXHIBITS 

T. H, McLeod raised the question of the importance to the Circuit of 
foreign exhibitors. He said that many inquiries were now being received from 
firms in foreign countries re exhibit space at large Exhibitions. One of the 
difficulties at the moment was to find space at all Exhibitions on the "A" 
Circuit for those who may wish to exhibit. However, he thought there should 
be some central place to which foreign exhibitors might write for information 
should they be interested in exhibiting on the Western Canada "A" Circuit, He 
said he was bringing this matter before the meeting so that all Exhibitions 
could keep the importance of foreign exhibits in mind, 

9, APPLICATION OF RED RIVER EXHIBITION ASSOCIATION, WINNIPEG. FOR MEMBERSHIP 

Mr, R. C. Leatherdale made representations for the inclusion of the Red 
River Exhibition Association, Winnipeg, as a member in the Association, He 
said that he had forwarded a brief, outlining what the Red River Exhibition was 
doing, to the President, He said that in 1957 the Exhibition came close to 
awarding the necessary prize money for agricultural classes, which had to be 
awarded for a period of three years in order to qualify as a Class "A" Fair, 

He hoped that they would be able to distribute the necessary prize money this 
year so that in the course of three years they would qualify for "A" rating. 

His Fair last year drew an attendance of 125,000 people for a period of six 
days. If they were granted membership, he felt sure that they would gain a 
great deal from such membership and might be able to contribute something of 
value to the Association, He said the Exhibition started approximately six 
years ago as a small Fair under the sponsorship of the Kinsmen Club, //hen the 
Club realized it was getting too big an operation for a Service Club, an Execu¬ 
tive of sixteen members was set up, five or six of whom are members of the 
Kinsmen Club, The Fair has been operated in the old Osborne Stadium, at Polo 
Park, and latterly at the Winnipeg Arena. There was a possibility that in time 
the Exhibition might tie in with the new race track that was now being construc¬ 
ted in Winnipeg. The Royal American Shows was the Midway attraction but they 
had a different Grandstand program from the rest of the "A" Circuit. Presently, 
shares in the organization are owned by the Kinsmen Club but the latter have, 
by letter, indicated their willingness to turn the shares over to any suitable 
organization prepared to, and capable of taking over. 

It was pointed out to Mr, Leatherdale that an associate membership would 
enable the Red River Exhibition to belong to the Association, until it could 
better qualify for full membership, and Mr. Leatherdale agreed that the type of 
membership they were looking for was probably an associate membership. He stated 
that the group now sponsoring the Red River Exhibition was incorporated under 
the Companies Act of Manitoba, They were a non-profit organization. 

Having made their representations, the Winnipeg delegation was asked to 
withdraw while the matter was under discussion by the Association. After con¬ 
siderable discussion, in which all phases of the Red River Operation were con¬ 
sidered, it was agreed to accept the Red River Exhibition Association as an 
associate member for 1958, 

This information was conveyed to Mr. Leatherdale, after which he and the 
other representatives from the Red River Exhibition were welcomed into the 
Association as associate members and granted the privilege of attending all 
meetings and sessions of the Convention. 
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10, RE CURTAILING LENGTH OF THE CONVENTION 


T. H. McLeod raised the question of the Convention lasting three days 
and wondered if the subjects on the agendas of the various meetings couldn’t 
be dealt with in two days so that delegates would be free to return home on 
Saturday evening. After some discussion, during which the difficulties to be 
encountered of arranging a program for a three day Convention, and then cutting 
it by one day, were indicated, it was decided on a majority vote that the Con¬ 
vention this year stay by the program as approved at the Executive Meeting, 

H. ADJOURNMENT 

On motion of Mr. MacEachern and Mr. McPhail, the meeting adjourned.

1. R.C.h.P, MUSICAL RIDE 

In reply to an inquiry by Mr. MacEachern re R.C.M.P, Musical Ride, Mr, 
Anderson stated that the Ride was to appear in British Columbia in connection 
with their Centennial Year. Calgary and Edmonton were successful in having the 
Ride for their Exhibitions while on its way west to B.C, The cost of the Ride, 
including transportation, would be $5,000 to $6,000, The first booking in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia was July 20th. It was, therefore, not possible to have the Ride 
at the other Class "A" Fairs in Western Canada, In reply to an inquiry as to 
whether the Ride would be available on the Prairies for a still date, Mr. Ander¬ 
son stated that it was his understanding that after the Ride finished in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia it would be going down the west coast into the United States. 

2. NEW TYPE OF GRANDSTAND SHOW 

It was stated that this item was put on the agenda so that members of 
the Attractions Committee would have the opportunity of a full discussion on 
the subject, as there had been very little time for a discussion at the Chicago 
meeting. Among the suggested types of new Grandstand shows that could be staged, 
in place of the revue type shown for so many years, were: a complete stage show; 
a circus; a recording artist; a show built around a prominent Movie or T.V C 
artist; a big musical shew. Opinion varied as to the success to be met by any 
or all of these types of shows. In the opinion of some, attendance drops were 
due sometimes to difficulty in seeing the show to best advantage. Some Fairs 
tried to create interest by having local talent take part. The show contracted 
for this year was an attempt to make a change, although still of the revue type^ 
The show "WEST-0-RAMA" was discussed. It was stated that this show was the 
result of a Committee of Fair Managers in the United States getting together 
and requesting a producer to produce a particular kind of show which, they 
thought, would be worthwhile and different from the revue type. Although"wEST- 
0-RAMA" was different in some respects from the general run of revue shows, it 
did not prove, in the opinion of many, to be the kind of show needed to boost 
audiences. It was suggested that the Association might undertake to hire its 
own acts and its own producer, and determine generally the type of show that 
should be staged. It was suggested also that consideration be given to develo¬ 
ping local talent in each of Fair centres and using the best acts on a Circuit 
basis. 

After a good deal of discussion, it was agreed that the Chairmen of the 
Attractions Committees be asked to bring to the mid-summer meeting in Regina 
written reports of the way this year’s show was received by patrons attending 
the five Fairs, 

3. MUSICAL DIRECTCR FOR GRANDSTAND SHOWS 

The Chairman read a letter written by H. G. Turner, Secretary of the 
Musicians’ Union, Edmonton, on November 5th, 1957, to W, J. Connelly, Chairman 
of the Edmonton Attractions Committee, requesting the delegates to Chicago, 
when planning their 1958 attractions program, to recommend Frank Furlette as 
Musical Director as he had been directing the Attractions Band very successfully 
for many years. Mr. Turner stated that although Ernie Young, of GAC-Hamid,Inc, 
had first call on Mr, Furlette’s services, he was a free agent and was avail¬ 
able to whatever agency obtained the attractions contract. Mr. Turner stated 
that the Musicians were particularly anxious that Mr, Furlette be retained as 
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Musical Director because of the co-operative way in which he worked with local 
musicians. It was agreed that the Secretary write Mr, Turner to tell him that 
the contents of his letter to Mr. Connelly had been brought to Mr. Hetzer's 
attention at the Chicago meeting. 

4. HELITHRILLER SKY-MASTER 


This act, which will be appearing in Calgary, was offered to the Circuit 
on the following basis: $6,250 if appearing in Calgary only; $5,750 for two 
consecutive engagements; $ 5,500 for four consecutive engagements. It was agree', 
that the individual Fairs, if interested, should contact the owners of the act, 

5. PRINCESS MARGARET’S VISIT 

It was stated that invitations had gone forward to those making arrange¬ 
ments for Princess Margaret's visit to Canada to have her appear at some of the 
Exhibitions on the Western "A" Circuit. However, it was learned that the dates 
of her visit to British Columbia would likely preclude her from being able to 
visit any of the flairs, 

6, S0NNEB0RN GIANT BALLOONS 

A representative of Sonnebom Giant Balloons was advised to take up the 
question of his balloons appearing at the Fairs with the individual Managers.

A, J. Anderson outlined briefly the steps leading up to the organization 
of the Western Canada Racing Association - and the details of organization com¬ 
pleted during the last year. He pointed out that differences of opinion have 
been ironed out and that the relationship of the members is on a very harmonious 
basis, 

Mr. Anderson's report was adopted on motion of Mr. MacEachem and Mr. 
Parslow, 

It was agreed, on motion of Mr. McLeod and Mr .MacEachem, that Regina 
and Saskatoon express their appreciation to Edmonton and Ca]gary for the con¬ 
sideration extended to them in the organization of the Western Canada Racing 
Association. 

In response to a question from the Meeting, Mr. Anderson outlined nego¬ 
tiations which have taken place with regard to 1958 race purses. He pointed out 
that last year an average of 57.22$ of take was paid in purses on the Circuit 
and it was thought that agreemait for 1958 could be reached in the neighborhood 
of 57$, with Edmonton paying a slightly higher percentage than last year and the 
other members a slightly lower percentage, and with Edmonton again transferring 
a portion of its purses to other points in order to maintain a $1,000,00 mini¬ 
mum, He stated that it was the feeling with the W.C.R.A. that it might be pre¬ 
ferable not to rush into a purse settlement until after Winnipeg has settled 
with the H.B.P.A. 





It was moved by Dr. Salisbury and Mr. Parslow that the Western Canada 
Association be authorized to proceed with negotiations for purses for 1958. 

The motion was carried after further discussion of the stake book now being 
issued, in which Regina and Saskatoon pointed out that they could not guarantee 
$1,000,00 minimum purses on the basis of their own take without the assistance 
proferred by Edmonton. 

Mr. Anderson pointed out that the five-year agreement between the Members 
and Western Totalisator expires this year and that the rate charged at Edmonton 
and Calgary will be increased from \ of 1% to \ of 1% on the first $150,000, of 
pari-mutuel play each day, and \ of 1% thereafter„ Saskatoon had an option in 
their previous contract to renew it at the old rate of \ of 1% and Western To¬ 
talisator did not propose to increase the rate at Regina, Mr. McLeod expressed 
the feeling, on behalf of Regina, that all members should pay the same rate and 
that at the end of the season the total charge should be pro-rated on the basis 
of pari-mutuel play. After further discussion, it was moved by Mr, Adams and 
Mr. Courtney that the matter be referred to the Western Canada Racing Associai- :> 
tion for whatever action is seen fit, Carried. 

Mr. Andepson stated that he had hoped that a complete report on the oper¬ 
ation of the P.T.B.R.A, could have been presented at the meeting but that Mr, 

F. L, Smith, the Secretary-Treasurer, had not come to the x meeting because he 
felt that such a report could be made better after the P,T 0 B.R,A,, Meeting in 
April which will decide the future method of operation of^the Association,. The 
Members expressed satisfaction with the work the P.T.B.R^A. is doing but felt 
that they would like to know more about the operation. P.T.B.R.A, Directors 
present at the meeting stated that they would see that the information is made 
available to the Members, 

Mr. Anderson outlined 1958 racing dates which will provide 114 days 
racing commencing in Calgary, May 10th, and finishing in Winnipeg, Sept.24th„ 

On motion of Mr. Anderson and Mr. Courtney, these dates were approved. 

Prior to adjournment, the Meeting moved a vote of thanks to the Chair¬

DAIRY CATTLE CLASSIFICATION 


The Chairman stated that a communication had been received from Dairy 
Breed Association representatives who met in Saskatoon, July 24, 1957, asking 
the Fairs on the Class "A" Circuit to adopt a uniform classification for dairy 
cattle. Several classes were suggested, some of which were already being of¬ 
fered by some of the Fairs, It was agreed that all of the Class "A" Fairs 
should adopt a uniform classification. However, two classes, one for 4 year 
old cows, not in milk, and one for 4 year old cows, in milk, requested by thr 
dairy breeds representatives, were not agreed to, the feeling being that since 
there was already a class for cows "4 years of age and over" the aged cow was 
adequately taken care of. 

It was agreed that the Senior Get of Sire should consist of 3 animals, 
where now it is 4, and that these animals should be owned, although not neces¬ 
sarily bred by the exhibitor. All of the animals were to be over 2 years of 
age, with not more than one a male. 

It was agreed that the Junior Get of Sire should consist of 3 animals, 
all under 2 years of age, not more than one a male, and all to be bred and owned 
by the exhibitor. 

It was agreed that the Junior Herd consist of a bull and 3 females, all 
under 2 years of age, females to be bred and owned by the exhibitor. 

BEEF CATTLE CLASSIFICATION 

Suggested changes in the beef cattle classification came before the com¬ 
mittee from the Calgary Exhibition. These included the elimination of the class 
for female with a calf at foot; change in the class for 3 calves to a class for 
2 calves, one of each sex, and changes in the ages of the Junior and Summer 
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Yearling and Calf classes. The changes suggested for the latter classes would 
make the entries in each three to six months older than was the case under the 
present classification. 

After considerable discussion, there was a majority agreement that re¬ 
commendations regarding changes in the classification of beef breeds be enter¬ 
tained hereafter only if coming from the Joint Beef Breeds Committee, 

FUTURITY SHOWS 

A discussion took place on Futurity Shews, Edmonton and Brandon repor¬ 
ting excellent success in staging these shows. Saskatoon had just had its 
first Futurity Show for the Shorthorn breed and was seeking information on the 
value of this type of show. General agreement was that these shows to be suc¬ 
cessful should have the complete support of the breeders and the breed assoc¬ 
iations. 

CLASSIFICATION FOR L AND RACE HOGS 

It was reported that some of the swine breeders were anxious to have a 
separate classification set up for Landrace Hogs. It was stated that one or two 
of the Alberta Fairs had a separate classification already. The general opin¬ 
ion was that since several breeds of swine now compete against each other at 
most of the Fairs under the general classification of bacon type, the Landrace 
breed should be expected to compete similarly 0 If a separate classification 
were made for the Landrace breed, then the other breeds now showing together 
would likely request separate classifications, 

CORRESPONDENCE 

(a) A letter received from Cam Williamson, Brandon, requesting an app¬ 
ointment as Junior Judge at the Light Horse Shows sponsored by the Fairs, was 
read by the Chairman. It was agreed that this matter be left for decision to 
the individual Fairs. 

(b) A letter was read from the Alberta Safety Council advising that it 
was organizing a Western Farm Safety Conference at a meeting in Edmonton, on 
January 30-31; and requesting that all Fairs on the Circuit promote farm safety 
by offering competitions in tractor driving. It was reported that several Fairs 
were already conducting competitions in tractor driving and that at least two 

of the Fairs Extension Departments had demonstrated some of the faults in trac¬ 
tor driving that lead to accidents. It was generally agreed that every assis¬ 
tance should be given to the Alberta Safety Council and to the newly formed 
Western Safety Conference in promoting information and training which would 
lead to a reduction in farm accidents. 

The meeting adjourned.

CHAIRMAN - E. J. Courtney, Regina 
1. BUILD-UP GAMES 

The Chairman said that this item was on the agenda because at the mid¬ 
summer meeting, after a discussion on this subject, the suggestion was made 
that the Association make it clear to the Royal American Shows that anything in 
the nature of a Build-Up game should be eliminated from the show. Mr. England 
stated that there was at the present time a resolution on the books that no 
build-up games be allowed and he did not know that anything further could be 
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done. Since Whitey Weiss had been managing the concessions, he said, things 
had been much more satisfactory and it was hoped that this condition would 
continue. Representatives of other Fairs generally agreed with this statement, 

2. AUCTION SALES 


It was reported by the Managers of the five Fairs that there had been no 
complaints with regard to the auction sales in 1957 and the feeling generally 
was that Mr. Harris was endeavoring to carry on the operation of this concess¬ 
ion in a satisfactory manner, 

3. DONATION SHO WS 

Discussion on Donation Shows indicated that some were permitted on the 
independent midway by most of the Fairs. It was generally agreed that the 
matter was a local one for each Fair insofar as Donation Shows on the indepen¬ 
dent midway were concerned. However, because of past discussions with Mr, 
Sedlmayr, of the Royal American Shows, re Donation Shows, it was agreed on 
motion of F. G. England and H, L, Crawford that Donation Shows on the Royal 
American Shows Midway be restricted to two, 

4. DREAM HOMES 

It was agreed that the operation of a Dream Home concession was some¬ 
thing for each individual Fair to decide, 

5, DEFAULTING CONCES SIONAIRES 

A discussion took place with respect to concessionaires that failed to 
pay their concession rental, and concessionaires who took advantage of Exhi¬ 
bition exhibit space for the purpose of carrying out racket operations. With 
respect to the first, it was agreed that if Exhibitions, where defaults in pay¬ 
ment had taken place, notified other Exhibitions, the concessionaire would not 
be permitted to operate until he had paid his concession rental at the Fair 
where default took place. With respect to the latter type of concessionaire, 
it was agreed that the Managers should discuss the matter at one of their mee¬ 
tings and decide on a uniform set of regulations to deal effectively with this 
type of operation. 

6, ROYAL AMERICAN SHOWS 

Mr, C. J. Sedlmayr said he appreciated very much indeed the fact that 
the contract for the 1958 Midway had again been awarded to the Royal American 
Shows at the time of last year’s mid-summer meeting in Regina. This year, he 
said, they would be presenting the most powerful show the Class "A" Fairs had 
ever had. There would be two new features - "The Rotor", a combination show 
and ride, and the "Wild Mouse" which was now being built in Chicago, This woulc 
be a terrific ride, similar to the Roller Coaster. 

Mr. Sedlmayr submitted the following Shows and Rides for the 1958 
Exhibitions: 

SHCWS - Glass House; Fun House; Ghost Trail; Side Show; Snake Show; 
Motordrome; Harlem-In-Havana; Girl Show; Fat Show; Rotor 
Show; Monkey Show, 

RIDES - Merry-Go-Round; Four Ferris Wheels; Scrambler; Caterpillar; 

Rocket Ride; Two Rolloplanes; Tilt-A-Whirl; Dodgem; Looper; 
Fly-O-Plane; Octopus; Twister; Large Coaster Ride; Round-Up; 
Wild Mouse.., 

KIDDIE RIDE S - Kiddie Autos; Miniature Train; Live Ponies; Jolly 
Caterpillar; Heliocopter; Baby Ferris Wheel; Boat Ride; 

Tank Ride; Sky Fighter; Choo-Choo. 

The Chairman brought to the attention of Mr. Sedlmayr the discussion 
that had taken place, prior to his coming into the meeting, with respect to 
Donation Shows and Build-Up Games. Regarding the Donation Shows, Mr. Sedlmayr 
stated that they did not have any the last two years because he was told by the 
Circuit to eliminate this type of show. With regard to Build-Up Games, instru- 
tions were issued to gaming concession personnel to play only for 25$, 50$ and 
41*00, with the restriction that no player be permitted to lose more than a 
total of 420,00, If a build-up was undertaken and losses of more than 420,00 
incurred and this was discovered, the concessionaire responsible was fired, and 
once fired he would not be permitted to operate on the Royal American Shows 
Midway again, Mr, Sedlmayr stated that more merchandise had been given out 
last year from gaming concessions than in any previous year.

1, REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 

Attractions - Wm. Muir, Edmonton, reported on the Attractions Com¬ 
mittee Meeting as follows: 

(a) Information was received from Calgary and Edmonton with regard to 
costs and dates of the R.C.M.P. Musical Ride, 

(b) The Secretary was instructed to write Mr. H. G. Turner, of the 
Musicians Union, advising him that his request regarding the employment of 
Mr. Frank Furlette had been brought to the attention of the successful bidder 
on the Grandstand Show, 

(c) Information regarding The Helithriller Sky-Master was given by 
Calgary to the other members of the Circuit, 

(d) The meeting was informed that Calgary and Edmonton had corresponded 
with the Secretary of State regarding Princess Margaret’s Canadian visit, with 
the hope of having her attend during their Exhibitions. 

(e) The hardy perennial "New Type Of Show" discussion occupied most of 
the meeting and it was agreed that a thorough analysis of this year’s show 
would be made by each Exhibition and be discussed fully at Regina in July, 

Fir. Muir moved the adoption of the report. This was seconded by H. G. 
Love, and Carried, 

Midway and Concessions - E, J. Courtney, Regina, reported that there 
was nothing contentious insofar as the Midway and Concessions Departments were 
concerned. There had been discussions pertaining to the Build-Up Games, Dream 
Homes and various other activities of the Midway and Concessions. One point in 
particular worthy of note, which was agreed to by the Managers, was that con¬ 
cessionaires who were getting into the Fair Grounds, probably under false pre¬ 
tences, should be carefully watched and a stop put to this type of operation 
as it caused a lot of bad publicity. Mr. Sedlmayr, who had been awarded the 
contract for the 1958 Midway, assured the members that he would be bringing a 
first class Midway, including one or more new rides, 

Mr. Courtney moved the adoption of the report. This was seconded by 
Mr, Crawford, and Carried, 

Racing - Chas. Kennedy, Calgary, reported on the Race Committee Mee¬ 
ting, It was agreed, on motion of A. J. Anderson and Dr. F. G, Salisbury, 
that the report be adopted. (See report on Pages 13 and 14). 

Livestock - T. H. McLeod, Regina, reported on the Livestock Committee 
Meeting and moved the adoption of the report. This was seconded by P, A. 
McPhail, and Carried. (See report on Pages 14 and 15). 

Resolutions - F, 0, Meighen, Brandon, on behalf of the Resolutions 
Committee, submitted the following:

RESOLVED: That this Association extend its thanks to the representatives 
of the Canadian National and Canadian Pacific Railways for their friendly and 
helpful co-operation. 

RESOLVED: That this Association voice its appreciation to Bill King, of 
King Show Print, Estevan, for the many courtesies extended to it. 

RESOLVED: That this Association express its sincere thanks to the Marks 
Brothers, the efficient Sergeants-At-Arm, for their usual invaluable assistance 
given at all of the meetings, 

Mr. Meighen moved the adoption of this part of the report. This was 
seconded by A, M, McIntyre, and Carried, 
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RE: COPYRIGHT MUSIC 

BE IT RESOLVED that the members of the Western Canada Association of 
Exhibitions are of the opinion that the time is now opportune for represen¬ 
tation to be made to the Dominion Government to the end that Clause (Vll) of 
Section 17 of The Copyright Act be repealed and the following substituted in 
its place and stead: 

"(Vll) The performance of any musical work at any Agricultural, Indus¬ 
trial or Agricultural Industrial Exhibition or Fair which receives a grant from 
or is under Dominion or Provincial authority, where the Charter, By-laws, Memo¬ 
randum of Association or Articles of Association of any such Exhibition or Fair 
provide that no part of the income or profit therefrom shall accrue to the be¬ 
nefit of any stockholder, director or member thereof" 

And that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the Canadian Assoc¬ 
iation of Exhibitions urging early presentation of the suggested amendment to 
the proper officials of the Dominion Government for their attention. 

And that Class "B" Fairs be requested to endorse and approve such sug¬ 
gested amendment,

L. P. Bromham, on behalf of the Edmonton Exhibition, extended an invi¬ 
tation to the members of the Association to hold their 1959 Convention in Ed¬ 
monton, Calgary, he said, had set a pretty high standard this year but Edmon¬ 
ton would make every endeavor to see that the meetings were both profitable and 
enjoyable.
